Exhibit» to be E stab lished in Eastern 
C ities—E lection o f Officers. 
San F rancisco, Juue 9th.—At the an­ 
nual meeting of the California V iticultural 
Commissioners to-day, the annual report 
of Clarence J. W etmore, m anager of the 
local exhibit, was read. It stated that there 
are now forty-three exhibitors in the hall. 
The cafe sold 5,471 bottles of wine la3t year, 
and receipts were $2,232. 
Charles B. Turrill subm itted a financial 
statem ent showing that the receipts for the 
year 1889 were $30,000; expenses, $29,724. 
The expenses since July 1,1889, have been 
$17,616. 
Charles A. W etm ore’s annual 
report 
called attention to the necessity of taking 
action to defeat the passage of the “original 
package’’ law in Congress. 
It was recommended that viticnltnral ex­ 
hibits be es'ablished in New York. Chicago 
and elsewhere as soon as the funds would 
perm it. 
The election for President resulted in 
Isaac DeTurk receiving four votes, Charles 
Bundschn two. and J. DeBarth Shorb one. 
The election of DeTurk was made unani­ 
mous. J. DeBarth ¡Shorb was elected Vice­ 
President, and John T. Doyle Treasurer. 
Winfield Scott of the Pacific Wine and 
Spirit Review was elected Secretary.

Grain

M a r y s v i l l e , June 9th.—Reports from 
Reclamation District 
No. 7. in Sutter 
county, 
on 
the 
Sacram ento 
river 
are to the effect 
that 
not 
an 
acre 
of wheat or barley will be raised this sea­ 
son. This district, which is one ot the 
most fertile in the State, has been flooded 
6ince December last. Not only was the 
grain ruined, but also fruit trees of all de­ 
scriptions, excepting pear trees, which still 
flourish. The farmers of this district pro­ 
pose to rebuild and strengthen the levee 
this season, which will involve an outlay 
of at least $70,000. There are about nine 
miles of levee8 to reconstruct and the re­ 
m ainder of the levee standing will have to 
be raised. 
H am ilton W. Gray left here this m orn­ 
ing for Brown’s Valley, where he has a 
contract to construct twenty-six miles of 
irrigating ditch for the Brown’s Valley 
Irrigation District. The work will com­ 
mence this week. The dilch will require 
seven miles of fluming. The total cost of 
the ditch will be $70,000.

The steam er City of Rome, which struck 
on the Fastnet rock Sunday m orning, ar­ 
rived at Liverpool 
yesterday morning. 
Most of the passengers were ignorant of 
the fact that the forepeak was full of 
water until the steam er reached here. 
The London 
Standard says: 
“ W hile 
England at present has no need to grumble 
about the passage of the American silver 
bill, it fears that as the present American 
policy cannot be perm anent, a reaction is 
likely to ensue which may largely aggra­ 
vate the mischief caused by cheap silver.” 
Last February a year ago a negro killed

BI4M ARCK IN TERVIEW ED. 


H e D eclares T hat No Concession to the 
N ihilists Are Possible. 
L ondon, June 
9tli.—In an 
interview 
w ith a correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
Bismarck declared that no concession to 
the Nihilists were passible. Over-educa­ 
tion had led to m uch dissatistaction and 
disappointm ent in Germany, but in Russia 
it led to disaffection and conspiracy. There 
were ten times as m any people educated 
for higher walks as there were places to 
fill. F urther education was m aking pedan­ 
tic theorists and visionaries unfit for a con­ 
stitutional government. It would be m ad­ 
ness to put such men in authority. 
Rus­ 
sians do not know yet what they want. 
They must, therefore, be ruled with a rod 
of iron. 
Referring to the labor question, the 
Prince ridiculed th e idea that the work­ 
m en would ever be contented, because, be 
said, the rich are never contented. H e 
spoke strongly against any dictation as to 
the boars of labor, and agaiDst usurping 
the rightful authority of parents over their 
children.

California wants to know how m uch space 
to expect in the W orld’s Fair. 
W. H. 
Mills of San Francisco, a mem ber of the 
State Board of Trade, was at headquarters

California, he said, expected to put up its 
own buildings.

A Bill to Prevent the Acquiring of 


Land by Aliens. 


SEW SILVER BILL INTR0DICED. 


R eport on 
the 
P acific 
P ailroad 
F u n d in g B ill—Land D ecisions 
—M ail Pouch Ritled.

PACIFIC RAILROADS. 


M ajority R ep o rt on th e ir In d e b ted n ess 
to th e G overnm ent. 
W ashington, Juue 9th.—The majority 
report of the House Pacific Railways Com­ 
mittee, accompanying tbe funding bill, was 
handed in to-day. Chairman Dalzell and 
others of the committee, failing to agree, 
will in a few days subm it a m inority re­ 
port. The report says : 
Any settlem ent 
made 
between 
the 
United States and the Pacific Railway 
Companies, in regard to their indebtedness 
to the U nited Slates, should be made with 
reference to and under the 
following, 
among other considerations: 
First—1The settlem ent should be of such 
a character as not to destroy the utter value 
of the stock of tbe respective corporations 
Second—T hat to a large extent the pay­ 
m ent to be made on account of the Gov­ 
ernm ent indebtness m ust be derived from 
people living along the lines of the re­ 
spective roads. Competition on transconti­ 
nental traffic ia of of such a character as to 
reduce the compensation for through ser­ 
vice to low competitive rates, so that such 
am ounts as may be required to be paid on 
account 
of their indebtedness 
to the 
Government are necessary very largely 
drawn from the local patrons of the road. 
Third—That in connection with the set­ 
tlem ent the Government should obtain lor 
itself such further and additional security 
as the companies, or either of them, might 
be able to give, in addition to the aided 
lines, by which alone the respective debts 
are now secured. It has therefore been 
provided in the case of each companv that 
to secure the bonds to be given upon the 
proposed adjustm ent of the debt, a m ort­ 
gage should be made securing and em brac­ 
ing the entire property of the company, 
real, 
personal 
and 
mixed, 
including 
all 
the 
right, 
title 
and interest of 
the 
company 
in 
and 
to 
any 
stocks, bonds or securities, or lands of aoy 
branch lines or auxiliary companies in 
which said company has any interest, and 
to all railroads owned, acquired or con­ 
tracted by the company, and all their 
franchises, telegraph lines, rolling stock, 
fixtures and property of every kind and 
description, as well as that which it or its 
successors and assigns m ight thereafter 
acquire, and that a description and invent­ 
ory 
ol 
all 
property covered by such 
mortgage should be prepared under direc­ 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
In the case of the Central Pacific, that 
company and its lessees, the Southern P a­ 
cific Company are required to file a modi­ 
fication of their lease, modified in such a 
m anner as to provide that during the term 
of the mortgage for the benefit of the 
United 8tates, all properties of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company shall be leased 
to the Southern Pacific Company at an an­ 
nual rental or rentals which shall not be 
less in any year during such term than the 
aggregate of all sums payable to the United 
States during such year under the provis 
ions of the A djustm ent Act, and both 
companies are required to consent that the 
leasehold, estate and term of the Southern 
Pacific Company and the income, rents and 
profits of the lease shall be subject to a 
lien of mortgage provided by the Act, so 
that the lease of the Central Pacific R ail­ 
road to the Southern Pacific Company is 
subject to and made a further security for 
the lien of mortgage to the United States. 
The report of the Pacific Railroad Com­ 
mission and the report of the select com­ 
mittee of the Senate on the President’s 
message transm itting the report of the Pa­ 
cific 
Railway Commission, have 
fully 
pointed out the disparity between the 
Union Pacific and Central Pacific proper­ 
ties, both intrinsically and in their earning 
power, and the necessity of adopting differ­ 
ent modes of adjustm ent for the two com­ 
panies. 
Or, to put it in another form, the 
ability of the Central 
Pacific Railroad 
Company to make 
or 
carry out 
an 
adjustm ent upon the terms prescribed for 
the Union Pacific road. The President of 
the United States, in transm itting the re­ 
port of the Commission, pointed out the 
fact that the success of any plan “depends 
upon its acceptance by the companies and 
their ability to perform its condition after 
acceptance.” 
The Commission had pointed out very 
clearly the fact that the earnings of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company were 
not such as to m ake it probable that they 
could comply with the Act proposed by 
the Commissioners, if it should accept the 
same, and suggested that if it should be 
deemed advisable to effect a perm anent 
settlem ent with th at company, a method 
by which that result might be obtained 
would be a reduction 
of 
interest to 
a 
rate 
lower 
than 
3 
per 
cent.; 
and, 
further, 
that 
the 
bill 
sub­ 
mitted 
therewith 
could 
be 
brought 
w ithin the lim its of the earning capacity 
of the Central Pacific by reducing the rate 
of interest which the bonds should bear, 
suggesting 
this 
merely 
as a business 
method of effecting the best adjustm ent 
possible w ith 
ihese 
insolvent debtors. 
From 1879 to 1888, both inclusive, the net 
earnings of the Union Pacific Railway 
Company have been $5,291,853,404, aud 
the net earnings of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company have been less than half 
that am onnt, viz.: $2,312,986,105. 
The report concludes : “Some considera­ 
tions might apply in the case of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Company. It will be observed 
that while the am ount payable during the 
first period by the Union Pacific Railway 
Company, noder the bill as reported, is less 
than the present requirem ents from that 
company, under the Thurm an Act, by 
something like $130,000 or $140,000 a year, 
tbe am ount required daring the same 
period 
under 
this 
bill 
from 
the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company exceeds 
the am ount now required from' it nnder 
the Thurm an Act by abonl $250,000 a 
year. It is believed, however, that both 
companies will be able to meet the re­ 
quirem ents under the Act now reported, 
and that an adjustm ent upon a basis so 
proposed will lead to the final paym ent of 
the indebtedness of both companies to the 
United States.’^ 
_ 


ALIEN LANDLORDISM. 


A B ill to Prevent A liens From Acquir­ 
ing Land in the United States. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan e 9th.—Representative 
Oats, from tbe Committee on Judiciarv, 
to-day reported to the House a bill to pro­ 
hibit aliens from acquiring title to or own­ 
ing lands within the United States. 
An 
elaborate report accompanied the bill. 
In it the comm ittee says the power of 
the Government to totally'exclude aiiens 
from coming within its jurisdiction, as has 
been done in the case ot Chinese, no one 
questions. This sovereign power certainly 
includes tbe lesser one of defining what 
property rights they may exercise alter 
they are adm itted and daring the continu­ 
ance of their alien condition. 
Y onr committee ascertained, savs the re­ 
port, with reasonable certainty,’ that cer­ 
tain noblemen 
of 
Enrope, principally 
Englishm en, have acquired and now own 
in the aggregate about 21,000,000 acres ot 
land w ithin the United States. YVe have not 
sufficient inform ation to state the quantity 
held by untitled aliens, nor is it so im por­ 
tant, as it is generally held in sm aller 
bodies. This alien non-resident owner­ 
ship will in the course of tim e lead to a 
system of landlordism incom patible with 
the best interests and free institutions of 
the United States. The foundation of such 
a system is being laid broadlv in the W est­ 
ern States and Territories. 
The avarice and enterprise of European 
capitalists, the 
report 
continues, have 
caused them to invest m any m illions in 
American railroad and land bonds, cover 
ine perhaps 100 000 000 acres, the greater 
part of which, under foreclosure sales, will, 
m ost likely, before m any years become tbe 
property ol these foreign bondholders, in 


addition to their present princeiv posses­ 
sions. 
This aggressive foreign capital is not con­ 
fined to the lauds it has purchased, but is 
overlaping its boundaries and has caused 
hundreds of miles of the public dotuaiu to 
be fenced up for the grazing of vast herds 
of cattle, and has set at defiance the rights 
of the honest but hum ble settler. 
The bill proposes to place these aliens 
under the disabilities of the civil law as to 
all future attem pts to acquire lands in this 
country. 
In other words, the report say- 
the bill is a declaration against absentee 
landlordism. 
It declares all foreign-born 
persons who have not been naturalized in 
capable of taking title to lands anywhere 
within the United States, except a lease­ 
hold for a term not exceeding five years 
It has no retroactive, but a prospective 
operation. 
It also contains a provision which will 
compel alien laud owners to cease lo be 
such, or to become citizens of the United 
States within ten years. 
The bill, the re­ 
port says, would prevent any more abuses 
like that of a Mr. Schally*. who resides in 
England, and is a subject of the Queen, 
but who owns 90,000 acres in Illinois, occu­ 
pied by tenants, mostly ignorant foreign­ 
ers, from whom he receives 
as 
rent 
about $200,000 yearly, and 
expends it 
in Europe. The Schullv estate of about 
2,000 acres within the city limits of Pitts­ 
burgh and Allegheny, from the rents of 
which the Schullys, who are subjects of 
the British Queen, draw annually not less 
than $100,000, is auother instance of alien 
landlordism in America. The tenth census 
shows that the United States had 570,000 
tenant farmers, the largest num ber pos­ 
sessed by any nation in the world. 
In conclusion the report says: W ith the 
natural increase in people and foreigners 
who flock to our shores annually, and by 
competition are reducing the wages of 
labor, m aking battle for our people, is a 
problem for American statesmen to sjlve. 
Multiplication ol owners of soil is a corre­ 
sponding enlargement of the num ber of 
patriots, and every land-owner in this 
country should owe 
allegiance 
to the 
United States. 


W ASHINGTON NEWS. 


New Currency B ills Introduced in tito 
H ouse. 
W ashington, June 9;h. — A through 
letter pouch of June 3d, from Milwaukee 
to California, was ritled in transit. 
Secretary W indom has made a favorable 
report on the Customs A dm inistrative bill, 
and it will probably be approved bv tbe 
President to-morrow. 
Representative M cRie of Arkansas to­ 
day introduced in the House a bill provid­ 
ing for the free coinage of silver;- for in- 
Aeasiug United States Treasury notes each 
year, to m ake the total issue thereof equal 
in am ount to the revenue of the Govern­ 
m ent for that year; for the issue of Treas­ 
ury notes to replace national bank notes 
surrendered; for the repeal of the laws 
authorizing thesaleof United States bonds, 
and for the accumulation of a gold reserve 
of $100,600.000, and finally* for tbe cover­ 
ing of that reserve into the treasury as 
available assets. 
Senator Plum b to-day reported adversely 
front the Committee on Public Lands the 
bill to protect lands claimants w ithin tbe 
railroad lim its by perm itting them to pur­ 
chase land from tbe Government at $2 50 
per acre, wherever it is held not to be 
within tbe land grant to the railroad com­ 
pany. Accompanying the bill is a letter 
from the Commissioner of the Genetal 
Land Office recommending that the bill be 
not passed for tbe interests of bona-fide 
settlers are sufficiently protected under the 
present laws.

PROSPECTS FOR PEACE. 


T he U surping K ing of Uganda D eposed 
and K illed. 
London, June 9tb. — For about 
six 
m ouths iast year some thousands of pro­ 
fessed Christians and their sym pathizers 
were carry-ing on a bitter civil war with 
their heathen brethren on the north shore 
of tbe Victoria Nyanza. The Christians 
had espoused the cause of Mwanga. <he de­ 
posed King of Uganda, who only two or 
three years before had burned inany of 
their brethren at the slake. They began a 
war to reinstate Mwa: 
on .the throne, 
not because they bore him anv great love 
but because they believed that' if they got 
the upper hand again Mwanga would be 
only a pliant tool in their bands, and they 
and their white friends would run things 
to suit themselves. 
So they determined, with the aid of guns 
and am m unition supplied 
by a white 
trader named Stokes, to drive' Kit>g Ka- 
rema, brother of Mwanga. and his Arab 
friends out of Uganda. 
They had plenty of opportunity to per­ 
fect their plans, for they were all exiles 
from Uganda, having been driven out 
when the Arabs and Karema came into 
power. 
By the successive aid of Stokes, 
Jackson and Peters Kareraa has at last 
been killed, his forces scattered after ter­ 
rible bloodshed," and 
Mwanga is on the 
throne. 
All tbe missionaries say that Mwanga, 
while nom inally a Roman Catholic, feels 
that he is hampered and checked by the 
Christians in power around him . and ho 
knows he would have more freedom aud 
power il surrotioded by heathen servants. 
He wants the Europeans to come into his 
country because he covets their goods and 
wishes them to help him to hold Uganda, 
but he does not want them to become dom ­ 
inating. 
However, interna! appearances 
indicate that tbe real power of tbe King of 
Uganda has departed, and that the ruier 
who once had an arm y of 25,000 men, and 
almost unlim ited authority over all h ¡3 
subjects, will hereafter be little m ere than 
a puppet, compelled to yield submission to 
the guidance and wishes of the foreigners 
who have invaded his land. 
Ka*-ema is dead and Mwanga is the only 
surviving male adult in the royal family of 
Uganda 
He has won his throne, and the 
shrewd Englisman, Stokes, who five years 
ago was a poor missionary, has made his 
fortune in a year. 
W ithout the $_’,000 or 
$3,000 worth of gunpowder he supplied the 
Christian party it could not have won. 
He 
has taken his pay in ivory, and it took up­ 
ward ot 2,000 porters to carry his riches to 
the sea. 
The prospects are now favorable for the 
complete restoration of peace, but Mwanga 
is more than ever in the power of the 
white men, to whom he owes everything. 
Recent events on the northern shores oí 
the great lakes have been very stirring, 
and the future history ot Uganda wili be 
watched with interest. 


IN 1 B E COMMONS.

He asked whether the English Gov­ 
ernm ent, having regard for tbe disastrous 
effect which tbe Senate's approval m ust 
have upon Sheffield, the Midlands. South 
Wales and Belfast, would adhere to their 
view that the iree im port system of the 
United Kingdom precluded the instruction 
to the British Minister at W ashington to 
represent to the United States Government 
the injury that such legislation would do 
the industry of a friendly power, which in 
1S89 gave a tree market to £95,000,0W 
worth of American competing goods. 
Secretary Ferguson said that the Govern­ 
m ent had not been informed of any im ­ 
portant alteration in the tariff bill. 
Dillon spoke of the danger to public 
peace from the violent and unconstitu­ 
tional action of the magistrates and police 
of Cashel and Tipperary at the recent 
meetings. 
Gladstone supported Dillon’s motion to 
adjourn. 
Balfour said the force was sent to T ip­ 
perary to preserve order. 
If anything 
serious happened, tbe blame would rest 
upon those who defied the Government 
proclamations.

PIECE CLUBS. 
It is one of the evils of our tolerant sys­ 
tem that piece clubs can attach themselves 
to our political campaigns. In a San 
Francisco exchange we find an item stat­ 
ing that “The --------- [naming a nation­ 
ality] Independent Club” has been organ­ 
ized, the intention of which is “to take an 
active part in the coming election.” Then 
follows the list of officers and the state­ 
ment that there about two hundred mem­ 
bers in the club. 
No one can read such an announcement, 
who has any knowledge of politics what­ 
ever, without understanding that such a 
club is organized for one, and only one, 
purpose, that of selling out to the highest 
bidder. In short, all such clubs organized 
for campaigns and not bearing a party 
title are well understood to be the instru­ 
ments of torture that are applied to candi­ 
dates. 
The R ecord-U nio n has many 
times entered its protest against all man­ 
ner of political clubs that prefix to their 
titles a foreign nationality. There is no 
more reason or sense in an “Irish-Republi­ 
can Club,” an “Italian-Democratic Club,” 
a “German-American Club,” than there 
would be in a “Dahomey-Republican 
Cinch Association,” or a “Patagonian 
Piece Club.” 
Every person entitled to take part in 
our political activities should do so as an 
American, and ought to value his politi­ 
cal heritage so highly as to feel insulted if 
any one attached a handle to his political 
title. 
The great political parties of the day 
should come to an agreement to refuse 
recognition of any sort whatever to these 
double-titled and foreign-American asso­ 
ciations of campaign birth, and to agree 
that the so-called independent clubs should 
be ignored. If political belligerents could 
come to this level of purpose, and assure 
each other of loyalty to the contract, piece 
clubs would be blotted out as by one 
stroke, and the foreign political organiza­ 
tions would be absorbed by those purely 
political, irrespective of foresworn allegi­ 
ance to foreign princes or [towers on the 
part of any of the membership. 
But the difficulty is that the venality of 
the times is such that the political leaders 
on either side distrust the pledges of their 
opponents. Indeed, so low is the level of 
political virtue that scarcely any agree­ 
ment political parties might make in any 
campaign would inspire either party with 
confidence that it would be kept by the 
other. If an assurance of faithful per­ 
formance could lie given, as may be guar­ 
anteed in private and business contracts, a 
very long step toward purification of polit­ 
ical methods would be taken, and a great 
degree of uncertainty removed from the 
political contests of the country. The 
patriot who devises a system by which the 
piece clubs can be rendered valueless to 
their conscienceless founders, and which 
will be accepted by the political parties of 
the day, will confer a favor upon the na­ 
tion that will entitle him to have his 
memorv perpetuated by enduring marble 
and bronze. 


A MEDICAL TRIUMPH. 
The English societies for discourage­ 
ment of the practice of vaccination have 
not much to cheer them. 
Their efforts 
are growing feebler and there are signs of the 
organization, once very powerful, falling 
to pieces. This is due to tha deeper hold 
a belief in the efficacy of vaccination has 
taken upon the people. Dr. Cyrus Edson 
in a recent paper in the Forum, declares 
that the small-pox is no longer a scourge 
feared by medical scientists, because they 
have positive evidences that through vac­ 
cination they can stay its progress and 
render it comparatively harmless. Thirty 
thousand children are now annually vac­ 
cinated by the physicians of the Board of 
Health of New York. In all, nearly 90,­ 
000 persons in that city are vaccinated 
each year. Up to 1876 the deaths from 
small-pox in that city amouuted to 59.57 
in the 100,000 of population. 
Then per­ 
sistent vaccination was entered U[>on, and 
since that time the death rate has stead­ 
ily declined. Thus, in 1877 there was a 
falling off of 10 per cent, and now they are 
but 8.38 in the 300,000 of population 
dying of small-pox. 
During the last 
sixteen months there have been but 
two cases of small-pox in the city 
of New York. One of them occurred in a 
district more thickly populated than aav 
other spot in the world, vet so well pro­ 
tected by vaccination were the people, 
that cot a single person took the disease 
in the district, though hundreds were ex­ 
posed. Jenner’s discovery is working out 
similar results in other quarters, and no­ 
where has there been a failure to stay 
the pest by vaccination and to finally 
6tamp it out. There is no other instance 
in the history of medical science of so com­ 


plete a triumph as in that of JenndFs doc­ 
trine and discovery. Yet when he first 
announced it he was assailed throughout 
the civilized worid with all manner of 
abuse and execration. The pulpit and 
the press alike stormod against him. and 
among the bitterest of his opponents were 
members of his own profession. 
But he 
lived to see the day when triumph was 
his and Parliament was recognizing his 
services by voting him large sums and 
grants. 


SWEEPING CLEMENCY. 
Queen Christina, Regent of Spain, has 
revived something of the old-time regal 
spirit and state in her splendid acts of 
clemency on the occasion of the celebra­ 
tion of the four-year-old King’s birthday, 
a week ago. Her son is the first infant to 
go into history as a King from his birth, 
he being a posthumous child. His mother 
determined that the celebration of his 
fourth birthday should be a red-letter day 
in the history of Spain. She therefore or­ 
dered that all prisoners throughout the 
realm whose sentences were for less than 
one year should be set at liberty. This in 
itself worked an immense jail delivery, 
but her clemency did not stop there. All 
prisoners sentenced for five years were 
credited at once with two and a half years, 
which worked the discharge of the great 
majority of them. To all sentenced for 
more than five years she ordered credits of 
25 per cent, of the time, and this set at 
liberty another large body. Finally, she 
pardoned a number of her late husband’s 
enemies, who had been exiled for disloval 
utterances and acts. All these she or­ 
dered restored to their former ranks and 
titles, and that their property should be 
returned to them. Probably there are not 
a half-dozen instances in history of such 
sweeping extension of pardon, certainly 
not one in modern times. Christina will 
gain in popularity by her action. The 
Spanish are extremely sensitive to such 
influences as these, and will sing the 
praises of the young King Alfonso X III. 
and of his mother Christina loudly and 
long, and loyalists will not cease shouting 
to republicans that under a republic such 
an exhibition of mercy would be impossi­ 
ble. 


T h e ironmolders’ strike in San Fran­ 
cisco continues to be the cause of assaults, 
beatings and disgraceful scrimmages. It 
is next to impossible to determine where 
the blame lies, whether the strikers or the 
non-union men are at fault, but the fact 
remains that the public peace is disturbed 
and that the cause of labor is not con­ 
served. Public sympathy is withdrawn 
from any cause that appeals to violence 
and lawlessness. The men on either side 
should endeavor by their good behavior to 
deserve the respect of the law-abiding. It 
is bad enough at best that the strike 
should be maintained by placing a cordon 
of pickets about the works where non­ 
union men are employed, but when it 
comes to assaulting workmen for exercis­ 
ing a human right, the public interest be­ 
gins and its protest is very likely to be in­ 
terposed with emphasis. The union men 
have the undoubted right to cease work if 
wages, hours and regulations do not please 
them; the same law that guarantees them 
that right is the bulwark of the right of 
others to work in their places, and any in­ 
terference with that right is lawlessness. 
That there has been disgraceful conduct 
on both sides is undeniable, but that there 
has been any excuse whatever for resort to 
violence and intimidation by the men on 
either side is also true. The city of San 
Francisco is shamed by the continued rec­ 
ords in the press of conflicts of violence 
between the two classes of workers, and 
the authorities of that place owe it to 
themselves and the general public to so act 
as to put an effectual stop to all such con­ 
tention in lawlessness. 


PROGRESS REPORTED. 
How the Fourth of July C om m ittee are 
G etting Along. 
The Fourth of July Executive Committee 
met last evening at the Court-house. In 
the absence of Chairman W. S. Leake, G. 
G. Pickett called the meeting to order. 
J. B. Gilbert, of the Finance Committee, 
taid he had not noticed any lavish amount 
of contributions on the part of the public, 
and he was not prepared to make a com­ 
plete report as yet. The committee had 
yet to do a great deal of work in the way 
of soliciting contributions. They had now 
on hand about $2,000. He thought a vote 
of thanks should be tendered by the entire 
Executive Committee to the Chairmen of 
the several committees for their diligent 
work in canvassing. 
W. H. Ennis, of the Invitation Com­ 
mittee. reported that invitations to partic­ 
ipate in the grand parade on the Fourth 
were extended to the following: General 
T. W. Sheehan and staff, Colonel J. \V. 
Guthrie and staff. First Artillery Reg­ 
iment, the Italian Guard, the Hussars, 
Companies F of Woodland, and C of Ne­ 
vada City (they being attached to the First 
Artillery Regiment), the Odd Fellows, 
Knights of Pythias, Foresters, the G. A. R. 
Posts of Woodland, Galt and Sacramento, 
the Mexican Veterans, Pioneers, Sons o f 
Veterans, Highlanders, Butchers’ Associa­ 
tion, State and county officers, Fire Com­ 
missioners and Fire Department, Bakers’ 
Association and trades displays. 
Mr. Ennis recommended that the ex­ 
pense of transporting the outside compan­ 
ies to this city be paid out of the subscrip­ 
tion fund. 
He also reported that Sheriff George C. 
McMullen had been selected as Grand 
Marshal, and the selection was confirmed 
by the Executive Committee. 
Prof. E. C. Atkinson, of the Literary 
Committee, reported the selection by the 
committee of Attorney-General Johnson as 
orator of the day. and Elwood Bruner as 
reader. They had made no other selec­ 
tions. He recommended that the Assem­ 
bly Chamber be agreed upon as the place 
where the exercises be held. 
J. C. Scroggs addressed the meeting in 
favor of having a Mardi Gras procession in 
the evening or afternoon. He wanted the 
Executive Committee to donate something 
so that together with the money that might 
be collected from the business firms in 
town, a creditable display could be made. 
After considerable discussion, in which 
some feeling was expressed, the matter of 
donating any money was laid over until 
the next meeting, when the Finance Com­ 
mittee can better approximate the amount 
of collections. 
The meeting adjonrned to meet next 
Thursday evening at 8 o'clock.

AMUSEMENTS. 
] Not nearly so large an andience as should 
have assembled greeted E. H. Sothern last 
evening at the Metropolitan Theater. Mr. 
Sothern reappeared as “Lord Chumley,” in 
which character be was first seen here in 
May, 1889. His personation is a finely 
finished bit of comedy acting. It presents 
an apparent addle-pated scion of English 
nobility, who, by reason of the evenness of 
his temper and the remarkable amiability 
of his disposition, gains the reputation of 
being “soft.” But when put to the test by 
love and friendship, this same apparently 
nerveless character develops a cbiv- 
alric spirit, and nobleness of man­ 
hood that proves him to be of sonnd timber 
and lasting courage, honesty and worth. 
It is doubtful if any other than Sothern 
coaid so deffly, so apparently without 
effort, develop the character with such fine 
taste. He seems to be cut to fit into it, 
and one is impressed with the thought 
that the man and the part are a perfect 
union. Vet Mr. Sothern in private life is 
wholly dissimilar from the character he bo 
admirably assumes, so far as the apparent 
dawdliDg affectation and mental weakness 
of Lord Chumley are concerned. His sup­ 
port is good. In Miss Charlotte Tittle, a 
California developed actress of fine pres­ 
ence and good dramatic taste, he has an 
admirable foil, and not less so is the spir­ 
ited and vivacious Miss Selten, who was 
seen here first as leading in Mrs. Lang­ 
try’s troupe. 
Kitty Wilson, with the 
only sonbrette, or rather chamber­ 
maid part, contributed largely to the inter­ 
est of the performance. It may not on 
first thought be deemed especially notable 
that a chambermaid part should be well 
played, but in truth oftener than not it de­ 
mands a higher degree of skill than it 
exacts of the leading lady. Miss Wilson 
proves the truth of the assertion. We miss 
the rich, unctious personation of Butter- 
worth as C. B. Bishop, the lamented, gave 
it, but Mr. Buckstone’s interpretation of 
the character is probably a closer approach 
to the English model. The one and only 
fault to be found with Mr. Sothern’a com­ 
pany is, that it is so pronounced in its as­ 
sumption of an English dialect that it is 
difficult to understand the vocal expres­ 
sion. Something of greater distinctness 
and less haste in enunciation will greatly 
enhance the pleasure of the auditors. To 
night “The Highest Bidder.” When the 
troupe was here a year ago the Record- 
U nion characterized the piece as a tine 
comedy and an admirably acted play. It is 
the best of Mr. Sothern’s pieces, and ought 
to draw a full house.

STATE LIBRARY. 
T he D irectors Consider the W allis Book 
Purchases. 
At a meeting of the Trustees of the 
State Library, held on Saturday night, the 
matter of the payment of bills for books 
pnrcbased by ex-Librarian Wallis, amount­ 
ing to $6,700, was considered. Counsel for 
William Doxey stated that the books sold 
by the latter were ordered by Mr. Wallis 
prior to tbe adoption of the resolution re­ 
quiring him to discontinue his purchases. 
Letters were received from A. L. Ban­ 
croft & Co. and the Boston Book Company 
waiving their legal rights in the matter, 
and leaving its settlement to the judgment 
of the Trustees. 
Trustee Strother moved that all the 
books be returned to the parties who had 
sent them, and that President Stephens, 
Trustee Green and Librarian Perkins be 
constituted a committee to inspect tbe 
books, and authorized to purchase all such 
as they believed proper, provided the 
claimants all tiled written waivers of legal 
rights. The motion prevailed. 
A resolution offered by Strother was 
adopted, requesting ex-Librarian Wallis to 
deliver to bis successor all official commu­ 
nications received by him while Librarian, 
and ail the press-copy books used by him. 
A claim of C. S. Houghton for books 
furnished the Library was laid over, tbe 
statement havitig been made that a certain 
sum of money had been paid Mr. Hough­ 
ton for books not yet delivered. 
Some bills for newspapers received 
through Mr. Houghton were also laid over 
on the ground that they were excessive.

THAT FIFTY-FIVE FER CENT. 
Tbe City A uditor and T reasurer lo th to 
A ct in th e M atter. 
The following communication from City 
Andltor McKee was read by the M ayor: 
To the Honorable Board of Trustees—G i n t l x - 
men : In relation to the oider passed by vonr 
honorable Board at the last meeting, directing 
the Citv Auditor and Treasurer to apportion 
only the net water rents instead of the gross 
to the sinking and interest lund, I desire to 
say that should the City Treasurer (be being the 
custodian of the money) refuse to compiv with 
said order he would certainly refuse to"recog­ 
nize any warrant drawn on the water works 
fund over and above 45 per cent, of the gro*s 
water rents. Therefore, should the Auditor re- 
luse to apportion to the sinking and interest 
fund more than 55 per cent, of the net revenue 
from water rents, the Board, depending on his 
statement of fund balances, wonld allow de­ 
mands and order warrants issued against the 
water works fund which the Treasurer would 
not recognize. I desire to avoid placirg the 
Board, together with myself, in such dilemma. 
I consider the maiter rests entirely with the 
City Treasurer, and when I am informed by 
htm that he is complying with the order (a t opy 
of which I forwarded to him), I am readv to do 
likewise. Very respectfully, 
E. H. McKee, City Auditor. 
Sacramento, June 9,159J. 
City Treasurer W. E. Gerber was present, 
and stated to tbe Bjard that the City 
Auditor had raised a point which he con­ 
sidered a serious one. After the question 
was raised he thought he hsd better get an 
opinion from his attorney, S. S. Holl, who 
informed him that to compiv with the or­ 
der of the Board would be to'leave himself 
liable to punishment for contempt of 
Court. Judge Holl believed that the ques­ 
tion could be brought before the Supreme 
Court in a more regular way. 
In conclusion, Mr. Gerber said he wanted 
to do what was right, but he was under 
bonds in the sum of half a million dollars, 
and proposed to act cautiously. 
Trustee Wolf moved to lay the matter 
over for one week, in order that the attor­ 
neys and Trustees might get together and 
discuss the subject. It was so ordered.

ON THE BOND ISSUE. 


R iv a lr y B e tw e e n N in th a n d T e n th -S tre e t 


P ro p e rty -O w n e rg —R e p o rts o f 
C ity O fficials. 


A t the regular weekly m eeting ot the 
Board of City Trustees yesterday the Chief 
Engineer oi the W ater-works reported that 
for the past week 34,857,000 gallons of 
w ater were pum ped. The H olly engine 
was in operation 73 hours and the Stevens 
95 hours. 


TOO MUCH W ATEB. 
S. S. Southw orth appeared before the 
B oard in the interests of the N atural Gas 
Company and stated that during the past 
week, w hile they were boring in the lot at 
F ifth and R streets, a flow of w ater had 
been developed, and in consequence some 
of the lots adjoining were being over­ 
flowed. H e had asked the Street Com­ 
m issioner’s permission to em pty the sur­ 
plus water into the sewers, but it was re­ 
fused. H e wanted to know how they were 
going to carry off the water, and w hether 
or not the 
Trustees would aid them . 
There was no water on the lots now, but 
there had been, and in case there should be 
a flow in the future there was no way in 
w hich to carry it off. They would build a 
sluice-box to the sewer if the Board would 
give them permission. 
Trustee McLaughlin said if the water 
was emptied into the sewer the pum p at 
Y street would not be able to handle it. 
The Mayor moved to allow the company 
to em pty water in future into the sewer, 
but Trustee W olf moved to am end by re­ 
ferring the m atter to the Street Commis­ 
sioner, and it was so ordered. 
Trustee M cLaughlin said he didn’t w ant 
the m atter referred to him , but wished the 
other members to go and investigate the 
m atter for themselves. 


TENTH STREET IM PR O V E M E N T . 
M. J. D illm an stated that he had a peti­ 
tion signed by every property owner on 
Tenth street, from R to Y, asking that 
their protest against grading the street be 
revoked and that the Board proceed to im ­ 
prove the street. 
W hen it was first or­ 
dered graded the people owning propertv 
did not understand w hat share of the ex­ 
pense the city would stand, but when the 
m atter was laid before them in the proper 
light they were willing that the work 
should go on. 
R. W. Parker waDted N inth street graded 
in preference to Tenth. H e owned prop­ 
erty on the former street, and wanted that 
thoroughfare improved. 
Mr. Dillm an claimed certain advantages 
for Tenth over N inth street. It had a side­ 
walk, built by the city at a big expense; it 
had a row of shade trees on both sides, and 
was the thoroughfare that led to the m ain 
entrance of the cemetery. 
N inth street 
was only one block from the slough and 
drainage canal, and if an entrance were 
m ade to the City Cemetery on that street 
persons driving in would have to take a 
roundabout way to get over to the east side 
of the cemetery. 
Tenth street was the 
central entrance. 
Mr. Carlaw spoke in favor of the grading 
of Tenth street, and a Mr. Campbell cham ­ 
pioned the cause of N inth. 
The m atter was laid over for one week. 


T H E BOND ELECTION. 
The following petition was presented to 
the Board. 
It was signed by all the lead­ 
ing m erchants in the c ity ; 
To the Honorable Board of City Trustees: Be­ 
lieving th at im m ediate im provem ent of our 
streets is of the very highest im portance to the 
general w elfare of Sacram ento, an d th at the 
adoption by the people of the plan to issue 
bonds to the am ount of 8100.000 to aid in this 
work will greatly advance the desired end, and 
provide em ploym ent for all who m ay desire it 
we respectfully request th at your honorable 
body hx as early a date as possible for the elec­ 
tion at w hich the bond proposition is to be sub­ 
m itted. 
The ordinance in regard to the calling of 
the election was read by the Mayor, the 
date being fixed for July 9th. 
Trustee McLaughlin moved that the or­ 
dinance be adopted, and it was passed 
unanim ously. 


STORAGE OF O IL . 
(I 
f Engineer O je a r a of the fire de­ 
par, men t asked the Board to amend the 
ordinance in regard to the storing of oil 
and explosives in the city limits. He 
said that W hittier, Fuller & Co. and the 
Standard Oil Company carried thousands 
of gallons of oil in their houses in this city, 
and claimed they had a right to do so. 
Chief O’Meara asked that the Board take 
action and have an ordinance drawn up 
regulating the am ount of oil and other 
combustible materials that any house could 
keep. 
An order was passed authorizing the 
Mayor, City Attorney and Chief O’Meara to 
consult together, and have an ordinance 
drawn up to meet the requirem ents. 


T H E l ’ERRY SE M IN A R Y B ID . 
John Miller, who bid$10.000forthe Perry 
Sem inary building, asked the Board to 
either give him a deed to the property or 
refuse and allow him to withdraw his de­ 
posit. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he did not think 
the property 
should 
be sold for that 
am ount. It wa9 too cheap. He moved 
that the Board refuse to confirm the sale at 
the price named. 
The roll was called, and McLaughlin 
voted aye, while the other two members 
voted against the motion. 
Mr. Wolf then moved to confirm the 
sale, and Mr. M cLaughlin voted no, the 
Mayor and Trustee Wolf voting aye. 
The Mayor said he believed that in such 
a case the unanim ous vote of the Board 
was necessary to legalize the sale, and the 
m atter was dropped. 


M R. r a y 's ASSESSMENT. 
F . E. Ray was present, having been 
served with a notice to pay for surveying 
Fifteenth street, from H to L. The resolu­ 
tion of intention was passed and the bid 
handed in, but on account of a m isunder­ 
standing and the misplacing of one of the 
bids, the contract was not awarded, though 
the street was surveyed.

BIVEB FISHING. 


T h e S a lm o n C a tc h e rs S trik e , a n d S e c u re 
M u ch B e tte r T e rm s . 
For some tim e past m atters have not 
been going sm oothly with the fishermen in 
this neighborhood, of whom there are 
about twenty-five, exclusive of those opera­ 
ting below Freeport. They had been re­ 
ceiving about 31 cents per pound for their 
salmon, w hich did not pay them as the 
boats about here average only about 10 fish 
per night. 
Yesterday the fishermen m et and formed 
a branch union am ong themselves. They 
called on W. R. Jones, proprietor of the 
fish m arket, and made a satisfactory ar­ 
rangem ent w ith him , by which he is 
to handle all fish caught by them , and of 
the net proceeds he is to have 10 per cent, 
commission. If the fish brings 7, 10, or 
more cents per pound the fishermen will 
receive the benefit. 
U nder the agreem ent made, if any fisher­ 
m an violates his contract he is to forfeit 
his boat and outfit to Mr. Jones; and if the 
latter does not live up to the terms he for­ 
feits his fish m arket to the fishermen. 
The latter were in good hum or yesterday, 
and returned to their boats for their night’s 
arduous work, feeling th at life was at least 
worth the living. 


WIPED OUT. 


A S to ck o f O ld C laim s A g a in s t th e C ity 
D isp o sed O f. 
At their meeting yesterday afternoon the 
City Trustees took up and allowed a large 
batch of old demands standing against the 
W ater W orks fund. Some of these bills 
had rem ained unpaid for two years or more 
because there was at no tim e sufficient 
money in the fund to meet them , owing to 
the apportionm ent of 55 per cent, of the 
gross receipts of that departm ent to the 
sinking and interest fund. 
W hen the last tax levy was m ade the 
Trustees provided for an additional $2,000 
or thereabouts to meet these demands, and 
now they have all been allowed up to April 
of this year. 
Most of the claims were for repairs to 
m achinery and supplies of various kinds 
for the W ater W orks department.

Jam es M urphy, father-in-law of W alter 
W . Phillips, who attem pted suicide on 
Sunday night w hile despondent over his 
domestic 
unhappiness, 
called 
at 
the 
R ecord-U n io n office yesterday and made a 
general denial of Phillips' story of perse­ 
cution by his wife’s fam ily. H e says that 
Phillips deceived them as to his financial 
condition and ability to m aintain his wife, 
and that he has never as m uch as provided 
the latter with a calico gown since their 
marriage, but that he (M urphy) has had to 
support them much of the time. 
As to the m inor details of their domestic 
affairs, however, the public have no special 
interest therein, beyond the fact that Mrs. 
Phillips indorses her father’s story. She 
farther stated that her husband had sold 
her diam ond earrings and pawned her 
other jew elry. 


SH E V ISIT S H E R H C 6B A N D . 
Yesterday m orning Mrs. Phillips visited 
the Receiving H ospital and had an inter­ 
view w ith her husband. It was a brief 
but storm y one, on her part, and painful 
and affecting on the part of Phillips. 
She 
had heard that be said he could not be­ 
lieve she had commenced an action for di­ 
vorce, and therefore she came to inform 
him that she had, and that she wanted 
nothing more to do w ith him . 
D aring the interview Phillips writhed 
w ith the pain of his wound, but suffered 
more 
apparently 
under the blistering 
words of his wife, in which she informed 
him that he was nothing more to her. 


H E R LAST LETTERS TO H IM . 
After his wife’s departure Mr. Phillips 
banded to a R ecord-U n io n reporter the 
following letters, which he received from 
his wife after she came here recently from 
San Francisco. As they were both written 
w ithin the last few weeks (one of them 
only a few days before the suit for divorce 
was commenced), they show an apparent 
sudden change of heart on her part: 


A WIFELY EPISTLE. 


SACRAMENTO CITY, May 16, 1890. 
Dear Husband Walter: Received your ever 
kind and welcome letter, but it seems' to m e you 
took a long tim e to answ er. Bear W alter, I'am 
very sorry to have to disappoint you, but I cau’t 
go down just now, as m y m other is sick in bed 
again, and I w ill have to tend to her, and I am 
alm ost wore out. I am m ad, too, w hen I see 
how I am placed, bnt I can’t help it. If she is 
better, I w ill try and come dow n Sunday m orn­ 
ing, and if not I can’t help it. I got the two 
dollars. Give m y love to all and receive the 
sam e yourself. From your loving wife, 
J o e . 
W rite soon. Excuse this short letter, as I am 
stealing tim e.

H e said that when his wife left him to 
come here on her visit, she begged him not 
to send her the first money he m ight have 
to spare, as Bhe did not need it, but iorhim 
to provide him self with clothing that he re­ 
quired. 
Quite a num ber of Mr. Phillips’ friends 
called upon him yesterday, including sev­ 
eral ladies, and invitations were extended 
to him to avail him self of the comforts of a 
home pending his recovery. 
One, of the police officers, who visited 
the M urphy mansion shortly after the 
shooting, stated that Mrs. Phillips evinced 
no sym pathy for her unfortunate husband 
in his wounded condition, and when re­ 
m onstrated with, expressed the wish that 
he had killed himself. 


P H IL L IP S ’ CHARACTER. 
The wounded man seems to feel keenly 
the charge made by his father-in-law that 
he is a shiftless, ne’er-do-well, and ex­ 
hibited to the reporter the following letter 
of recommendation given him a little over 
a m onth ago:

TERRIBLY SCALDED. 


Ca u tio n —Beware of bogus M athusheks 
with wooden wrest planks. J. F . Cooper.* 


E n g in e e r H a n fo rd a n d F ire m a n B a n d y 
V ic tim s o f a R a ilro a d A c c id e n t. 
Jam es Hanford, engineer, and W illiam 
Bundy, fireman of the Placerville train, 
came near losing their lives yesterday 
m orning by an accident that occurred 
about a m ile or so beyond Folsom. The 
t rain was ronnding a curve, when one of the 
rails turned under the locomotive and the 
latter shot over upon its side. Hanford 
and Bundy had not tim e to jum p so as to 
escape injury, and the result was they 
were both terribly scalded, and the former 
bad his right ear badly lacerated. 
The train consisted of four freight cars, a 
baggage car, sm oker and coach, all of 
which remained on the track except the 
freight cars, which were badly wrecked. 
None of the passengers were injured, but 
some were frightened by the severe shak­ 
ing up they received. 
The injured men suffered terribly. They 
were taken to Folsom as soon as possible, 
where a local physician did all that could 
be done to relieve their pain. In the m ean­ 
time the wrecking train hastened from 
here, bearing Dr. H untington, the Railroad 
Company’s chief anrgeon, and the sufferers 
were brought to this city by special train 
and taken to the company's hospital. 
Later in the day Mr. Hanford was re­ 
moved to his home at Seventeenth and 0 
streets. H is injuries, while very painful, 
are not regarded as dangerous. 
Fireman 
Bundy was terribly scalded from the waist 
down. The physicians could not say last 
evening w hat the results m ight be in his 
case. 
Engineer Hanford has been on that road, 
it is said, about thirty years, and is a prom ­ 
inent member ot the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Engineers.

M o n tre a l. June 9th.—C. C. Hale, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, appeared in the Superior 
Court this morning on a charge of shooting 
with intent to kill bis brother-in-law, E u­ 
gene H . Cowles, son of the late Edwin 
Cowles, of the Cleveland Leader. There 
also appeared Mrs. Cowles and her daugh­ 
ter, Florence, whom the nuns brought 
into Court on a prelim inary order. 
At the 
request of Mrs. Cowles’ attorney a writ of 
hat>«*as corpus for the production of the 
children in Court in legal form was issued, 
returnable this afternoon. 
Cowles is resting easily, but his tem pera­ 
ture indicates septic complications. His 
condition, however, is im proving. The 
bullet passed through the right side cf the 
neck net ween the interna) and external 
carotids, passed under tbe chin below the 
lingunal arteries, fracturing the jaw, and 
emerging on the left fide. 
Cowles was interviewed bv a represent­ 
ative of the Associated P ress.' H e affirmed 
that what he had done was done under 
advice of the best legal talent in the United 
States and Canada, and be and his wife 
were in the way of an amicable settle­ 
m ent, and he depreciated H ale’s interfer­ 
ence. 
H e expressed tbe warmest interest 
in his fam ily and only resented outside 
interference. 
Later in the afternoon Cowles announced 
his willingness to surrender the child to 
bis wife, and signed an order on the con­ 
vent to that c-fftct. This probably settles 
the abdnction case. Cowles' condition to­ 
night is serious, he having been feeble 
from lung troubles before the shooting.

Washington, June 9th.—In the Senate to day 
Call otiered a resolution, which was referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, requesting 
the President to institute negotiations with 
Spain lor such modifications of the treaty with 
that Government as will enable American cat- 
tie to be stripped from Florida and elsewhere in 
the United States to Cuba. 
The silver bill was then taken up and Cock­ 
rell addressed the Senate. He said all the ben­ 
efit that could be claimed for the proposed bid 
was tkat the Secretary w*uld be compelled to 
purchase 15,000.000 worth of silver every month 
more than he now had a right to purchase, and ' 
the currency would be increased to that ex­ 
tent. He asked whether there was any valid 
reason for justifying the continuance of the ex­ 
isting discrimination in favor of free and un­ 
limited coinage of gold and the issue of gold 
certificates lor gold bullion, and against the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver bullion in 
standard dollars, and the issue ot certificates 
for silver bullion. He was opposed to the dis­ 
crimination. either for or against gold or silver. 
They should be on a perfect eouality as coin 
and bullion. 
At the close of Cockrill’s speech the House 
silver brill was laid before the Senate 
Teller moved that the bill be printed and laid 
on the table. After a brief argument it was so 
ordered. 
Vest asked the Senate to take np aud consider 
the Util “to pronibit the monopoly in the trans­ 
portation ot cattle to foreign countries." 
Platt thought the Senate should go on and 
dispose of the silver bill. He had been waiting 
to bring forward two bills which seemed to him 
not only of the highest importance, but of 
highest privilege—bills for the admission of two 
Territories as States. 
He gave notice that 
hencelorth the silver bill could not be laid 
aside except on a yea and nay vote. 
Stewart asked unanimous eonsent that on 
Friday next at 8 o’clock the Senate vote on the 
silver bill and amendments. 
Presiding officer Ingalls suggested that there 
should be at least a quorum present wben 
unanimous consent was asked. 
Stewart gave notice that when the bill is 
taken up to-morrow he will ask unanimous 
consent. 
Vest’s bill was taken up, and a discussion of 
the provisions carried on between Vest, in de­ 
fense of them, and Hoar and Hale in an attack 
upon them. 
The bill provides that no clearance be grant­ 
ed any vessel plying as a common carrier from 
the United States to foreign countries, the own­ 
ers, agents or officers of which shall refuse to 
receive, in the order that they may be offered, 
said vessel having storage for the same, auy 
cattle for transportation to foreign countries, 
said cattle being in sound condition, suitable 
lor transportation, and the shipper tendering 
reasonable freight thereof, or who shall make 
any contract or agreement creating a monopoly 
of the capacity ot said vessel for carrying cattle 
In violation ot the law governing aud regulat­ 
ing the duties aud obligations of common car­ 
riers to the public, and providing unjust dis­ 
crimination against shippers. 
Rengan also defended the bill, and argued in 
favor of its passage. 
Hale moved to amend the bill by inserting 
the words: “Not already contracted lor in good 
faith by persons or parties having cattle for 
transportation at the date of such contract, suf­ 
ficient to occupy such storage room.” 
Vest opposed the amendment as one that 
would entirely neutralize the bill. 
Hoar said that were all the storage capacity of 
the ship contracted for, that ship ceased to be a 
common carrier, and became a private carrier. 
Vest denied that statement, but said if that 
were decided to be the law, no harm could re­ 
sult from the passage of the bill. The whole 
steamship line was taken by one shipper (Kast­ 
man), an*} it was done to 'control the English 
market, and shut out all other cattle dealers in 
the United States. The result was that prices ol 
cattle were put up aud put down when this mo­ 
nopoly chose, because it controlled transporta­ 
tion. 
The vote on Hale's amendment was—aves 10, 
noes 21. No quorum haviDg voted the Senate, 
without further action on the bill or amend­ 
ment, adjourned. 
IN THR HOUSE. 
Washington. June 9tn.—On motion of Com­ 
stock ot Minnesota, the title of the silver hill 
passed Saturday was amended to read : “ Direct­ 
ing the purchase of silver bullion and the issue 
of Treasury notes thereon, and for other pur­ 
poses.” 
Lodge offered a resolution that the Secretary 
of the Treasury he directed to inform the House 
whether it is true that the Cunard Steamship 
Company lias refused to obey the orders of 
officers of the United States to give a return 
passage to certain immigrants landed at New 
York in violation of the contract labor laws 
and, if so, what steps have been taken to leluse 
entry to steamships of that company until they 
had complied with the laws and made due 
reparation for their re usal. 
The resolution 
was referred to the Committee ou Foreign Af­ 
fairs.
